He ſunk immedi- 
ately. As he did not rife up again, there was no 
poſſibility | of recovering him but by drawing the 
gates of the and letting the body out with 
the ſtream, which was fo violent, that it drove 
him down” the current upwards of an hundred 
yards. By the fall from the gate into the braok, 
(which was about ſeven or Gabe yards in perpendi-

It 
in teſolved 40 print a large auinber of Adyectſe 
ments, containing the Methods of Treatment alone, 
in order to diſperſe them through various parts of 
the kingdom, eſpecially in ſca-ports, and towns 
contiguous to large. rivers, in order to diffuſe a 
knbwledge of the means of affiſting perſons in fuch 
critical ſituations, and excite the inhabitants to form 
ſimilar inſtitutions, upon plans which ſhall appear 
to them moſt adviſeable. It is likewiſe intended, 
as ſoon as our funds will permit, to extend our re- 
wards to a greater diſtance from the metropolis, and 
inelude every other inſtance of ſudden death, whe- 
ther by ſuffocation from noxious vapours, hanging, 
ſyncopies, thoſe that are frozen, &c. We are ſo- 
. licitous alſo to reward thoſe gentlemen who have 
deen the inftruments of reſtoration to life with an 


honorary medal, in acknowledgment of their ſkill, 


and generous affiduity : And we propoſe to purſuł 
every other method that ſhall enable us to be more 
_ exrenfively uſeful in faving the lives of our fellow- 
creatures. As the expences neceſſary to proſecute 
| to extenſive a plan muſt be conſiderable, the Society 
hope that they ſhall be encouraged and aſſiſted in
